Tur laſt melancholy occaſion of our being aſſembled here, in 
purſuance of the Royal Proclamation was for the purpole of depre- 
cating the vengeance of ALMIGH TY GOD upon the fins of this Na- 
tion, then ſhuddering on the brink of misfortune, and trembling 


under the uplifted rod of correction. 


At that time, neither the wiſdom of our Rulers; the conduct of 


our Commanders; the courage of our Fleets and Armies; or the 
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uncommon exertions of the- Civil Power, ſeemed to promiſe us any 


ſecurity from the baneful influence of Principles which would have 
diſgraced the Pagan World. 


Rebellion had reared its ſtandard, and the horrors of civil war had 
began to ſpread delolation and miſery in one part of theſe dominions ; 


the effects of luxury and diſſipation had produced ſymptoms of ap- 


Pproaching want among the middle orders of people; the increaſe of 


our cattle had been inſufficient for the required conſumption, and 
the harveſts had been unproductive; ſo that the ſweat of the La- 


bourer's brow no longer produced to his endeared family the means 


of contentment, and the foſtering hand of Charity became neceſſary 
to his ſupport. 


Contagion had ſpread its dire effects among our Countrymen in 


foreign Climes, had cropt the bloom of Britain's Pride, raiſed the 


helpleſs Orphan's cries, and cauſed the Widow's tear to flow.—The 


ſword of an implacable, licentious, and unprincipled Enemy had 


ſpread deſolation far and wide, who, not yet ſufficiently glutted with 


miſchief, was collecting every means, that Malice could deviſe, or 


Power could command, to aim its laſt blow at the deſtruction of 


this Nation: all Europe, panick ſtruck, appeared quiet ſpectators of 
our approaching me...

At this awful Criſis, our gallant Chiefs and Heroes rallying around 
the ſtandard of Religion and Liberty, maintained their wonted Em- 
pire on the ſeas; our Troops prepared to guard our coaſt ; and our 
private Citizens armed to preſerve domeſtic Quiet : thus, prepared 
to meet the dread event, our pious and good Sovereign called upon 
his People to acknowledge their tranſgreſſions, to make atonement 
for their fins; to ſeek the Lord while yet he might be found“; 
and thou, Lord, haſt not forſaken them that ſeek thee T. For behold 
the contraſt in the more joyful occaſion of our preſent meeting ;— 
the late Bleſſings vouchſafed to us, by the Providence of that Gov 


whom we profeſs to worſhip and to fear, 


Health and plenty reſtored ; the ſtandard of Rebellion fallen, and 
the ſpirit of it nearly ſubdued ; the fallacy of thoſe wicked Principles 
which have enſlaved half Europe, and ſeduced the hearts of our fel- 
low ſubjects. from their duty and allegiance, has been effectually ex- 
poſed ; and the minds of men recovering from the infatuation of mo- 
dern Philoſophy, more wicked in itſelf, and more miſchievous in its 
effects than Pagan Idolatry, begin again to ſeek, in the calm of ſub- 
ſiding agitation, the Peace of God, in the Liberty of CHRIST, and 
the Return of ſocial Order. :

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The increaſe of our flocks and herds has diſſipated the dread of 


want; and the plentifut produce of our harveſts has reſtored his fru- 


gal comforts to the contented Cottager ; the flouriſhing ſtate of our 


trade and commerce has added an accumulation of wealth to the 


Nation, and ſtrengthened the ſinews of war. 


And while, thus, the clouds drop fatneſs, and plenty crowns the 


year“, our Troops are victorious ; and our gallant Sailors by deeds 


of prowels, of profeſſional ſkill, and undaunted courage which exceed 
the power of Praiſe, and ſhine without a parallel in hiſtory, have an- 


nihilated the Maritime Power of the enemy, and cruſhed even in the 


bud, their mad projects of violence and ambition. 


Wondering Arabs fee their tutelary Genius float on Britain's Prow : 
remoteſt Nations view, and admire the Wiſdom of her Councils, in the 
Valour of her Sons : the Powers of Europe emulous of their glorious 
example, are rouſed from apathy and deſpair, and reſume their 


wonted Magnanimity; and Hope again portrays the dawn of Peace, 


in the chaſtiſement and deſtruction of a People, who denying Gop, 
has avowed itſelf the enemy of every thing that can adorn or dignify 


his Creation; every ching worthy the acquirement or the poſſeſſion of 


Man, Religion, Liberty, Law. So that, in the words of the Prophet 


* Pſalm Ixv. 11, 


Iſaiah,

Ifaiah*, we may juſtly exult, and ſay, “Sing unto the LoRD a new 


ſong, and his praiſe from the ends of the earth; ye that go down to 
the ſea, and all that is therein; the iſles and the inhabitants thereof: 
let the wilderneſs, and the cities thereof, lift up their voice, the villa- 
ges that Kedar doth inhabit : let the inhabitants of the rock ſing ; 
let them ſhout from the top of the mountains; let them give glory 


unto the LoR D, and declare his praiſe in the iſlands.“ 


It is ſor this laudable purpole that, in all due humility, and in 
obedience to the command of our King and Governor, we are again 
allembled here; and callous indeed muſt be the heart of him, who 
can hear all theſe ſignal mercies vouchſated his Nation, recounted 
before him, and withhold the tribute of gratitude due to the all- 


diſ penſing Power. 


But, to the heart warmed with religious fervour, inſpired with 
gratitude and love, nothing need be urged to animate its piety, or 
call forth its zeal ; the ſecret thought will bear, on ſilent wing, 1 
ſacrifice of prayer and praiſe; and Heaven's Majeſty, bending from 
the throne of mercy, will receive, through mediating Power, the 
pleaſing incenſe. To expatiate further on the duty of Thankſgiving, 
would add nothing for the purpoſe of inſtruction or information;

third; has in theſe days aſſumed to itſelf the Power of Go p, eclipſed 
the glorious light of the Goſpel of CHRIST; blinded the minds of 


them which believe not“, and rendered inſtability yet more unſtable, | 


In this ſcene of mental confuſion, and willing blindneſs, it is per- 
haps owing to the little pre-eminence which we have preſerved in 
Godly Wiſdom and Chriſtian Knowledge, that the ALvicurty has 
vouchſafed to make us the objects of his peculiar care. And if thus, 
haply, our Nation has found this Rock of Salvation, whereon to build 
its defence, let us not deſpiſe the ſtructure which our forefathers have 
| raiſed; or deem the Edifice ſuperfluous, becauſe the proud Infidel. 
boaſts his exiſtence without its pale: rather, let us examine his pre- 


tenſions to this vain boaſt, and ſee wheron he reſts his hope. 


1 5 We have ſeen indeed, Perſecution deſcend like rain on this building, 
the Church of C RIS; we have ſeen Schiſm and Diſſention ſurround 
it, like a flood; we have beheld it aſſailed, by the ſtorms of Fanati- 
ciſm and Error; and ſtruck with the blaſt of Scepticiſm and Infi- 
delity, and it fell not; for it was founded upon a Rock.

But where is the proud temple of the Heathen Gods? Where 


the idolatry and ſuperſtition of former ages ? where the Antichriſt ? 
= or, where the ſplendid altar raiſed to Modern Philoſophy ? adorned 
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with the choiceſt productions of Science, Genius, Taſte, and Elo- 
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quence ; inſcribed with the names of SHarTsRBURY, VOLTAIRE, 


GIBBON, RoussSEAvU, PRIESTLEY, and a long liſt of others; where- 
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on has been ſacrificed the blood of Kings, the wealth of Nations ; 
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and all that his dear or valuable to Man; his preſent Virtue, and 
his future Hopes. 
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All theſe, from the golden Calf on Horeb, to the fancied Rights of 
Man, are vaniſhed and gone; or proſtrate at the foot of better Know- 
ledge: built upon the ſand, they have ſlipped from their foundation 
whenever they felt an attack, and born away before the breath of 


Truth, have left no trace behind them, but the deſolation and 


miſery which they occaſioned. Among all the Nations where the 
light of Revelation has ſhone, the doctrine of Manomrr alone re- 
mains in any regular and ſyſtematic oppoſition to the Church of 
CHRIST ; and this, permitted in the diſpenſation of Providence for 
cauſes, or with a view to effects, beyond the reach of human inquiry; 
and maintained, as it was firſt eſtabliſhed, at the point of the ſword, 


over an unenlightened, ſenſual, and deſponding race of men. 
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Having thus obſer ved of the ſyſtems built upon the different foun- 


dations, according to our Saviour's compariſon in the text, let us re- 


cur to thoſe ſayings of his which he exhorts his followers to hear, 
and to do: © Therefore whoſoever heareth theſe ſayings of mine, and 


doeth them, I will liken him unto a wiſe man.” 


The wiſdom of a virtuous and religious life has been evident to the 


underſtandings of good men in all ages; and great have been the 
efforts, arduous the toil of ſome of them, even among the Heathens, 
to attain this wiſdom , and their Philoſophy, though mixed with the 


Idolatry of their Nations, was much leſs miſchievous, than that of 


our days; nay, conſidering the age and circumſtances under which 


they lived, it was highly praiſe-worthy; it was a noble effort of rea- 


ſon to free itſelf from the ſhackles of ſuperſtition and doubt; a glo- 
rious endeavour to © ſeek the Lord, if haply they might feel after him 
and find him*,” s 


Some of their ſyſtems of morality do the higheſt honor to their 
principles and ability ; they embrace many of the Chriſtian Virtues, 
and remain to us as valuable ſpecimens of the meridian powers of 


the human mind, when unaſſiſted by the light of Revelation, But

yet, theſe great men were but as lights ſhining dimly before a people 


who walked in darkneſs, and dwelt in the land of the ſhadow of 
death *: the times of this ignorance (the Apoſtle tells us) Gop 
winked at ; but now commandeth all men every where to repent +, 
Now, that the day ſpring from on high hath viſited us, to give light 
to them that fit in darkneſs, and the ſhadow of death, to guide our feet 


into the way of peace J. Now, that we have the ſayings of CHRIST 


always before us; ſayings replete with wiſdom, with mercy, and good- 


nels. 


They unfold to the mind of man all that is valuable in Knowledge; 
they teach him why he is, and who he is; his origin, and the end of his 
exiſtence; teach him the true value of earthly things, that he may 
learn to deſpiſe them ; declare to him the Glories of Heaven, and the 
way to attain them; lead him ſtep by ſtep to an acquaintance with his 


God, and enable him even in this life, to anticipate eternal Joy. 


In Mercy they forewarn him of the dangers and difficulties which 
will attend him in his journey through this ſtate of trial and proba- 
tion ; they furniſh him with the hiſtory of his mortal enemy, diſcloſe 


to him all his wiles and artifice; his inveterate malice, his unceafing

aſſiduity,

aſſiduity, his perpetual attack; they point out to man the veak 
parts of his own nature, and ſhew him where he is moſt liable to the 
impreſſions of evil; they arm him with the weapons neceſſary for 
his defence ; and furniſh him with hiſtories and examples, as well of 
Fortitude and Courage, as of Treachery and Cowardice, and declare 


the fatal conſequence of fin and diſobedience. 


In Goodneſs they apprize him of the hiſtory of his Redemption ; 
unfold to him the myſterious Love of CHRIST ; make him acquainted 
with the promiſes of eternal Life and Happineſs ; and diſplay the 
means of attainment, through Faith in CHRIST, and good Works. 
What theſe good works are, the words of our Saviour explicitly 
declare; and moreover add the Promiſe of his Holy Spirit to aſſiſt 


and confirm our ſerious and hearty endeavor to perform them. 


Thus, bleſſed with tranſcendent Light, ſupported by Divine Aid, 
and inſpired by the hope of ſo glorious a Reward, ſhall Britain's 


Sons, valiant and net on Earth, the admiration and the dread of 


Nations, forget their Chriſtian Calling, and forſake their God, the 
Source of Power, the Prince of Glory, and the LORD of Life? 
Forbid it, Heaven! for in that very day cheir thoughts periſh, (but) 
happy is he that hath the Gop of Jacob for his help, whole hope 1s 


in the Loxp his Gon.*

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Be it then our care to inſure this help by a conſtant and ready con- 
currence with the Will of Gop; and let us remember that his com- 
mandments reach every deſcription of men, and extend to every rank 
and condition of life; they equally adorn the Cottage, or embelliſh 
the Throne; and diſobedience is equally fatal to both, 


Let the lower orders of the People, and thoſe whoſe doom it is 
more particularly, (for it is in ſome ſort the doom of all Mankind) 
to eat their bread in the ſweat of their brow, remember that © the 
lot is caſt into the lap; but the whole difpoſing thereof is of the 
Lozp®,” Their's is appointed them of Heaven, and the duties of it 


required at their hands, in the doing whereof, CuRIST himſelf hath 


aſſured them that they ſhall in no wiſe loſe their reward+,” 


And ſo, from link to link, throughout the chain of Society, each 
fituation has its appropriate duties required at the hands of thoſe who 


fill it; and no one is permitted to hide in the earth the talent en- 


| truſted to his care. 


But particularly it pertains to thoſe who fill the higher ſtations of 


life, thoſe to whom the ten talents are entruſted, by their practice, as

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well as by their authority and influence, to convince men of the ne- 


ceſſity of a holy and religious life; to let their light ſo ſhine before 


men, that they may ſee their ** works, and glorify their Father 
which is in Heaven“ 8 


If this ſacred and neceſſary conſideration was happily more at- 
tended to, by thoſe whoſe conduct and manners influence the pub- 
lic mind, and form the general character, we ſhould behold a different 
Nation here; ſhould ſee the Sabbath leſs profaned, the highways 
would no longer exhibit, on that day hallowed by Go, a ſcene of 


riot, diſſipation, and exceſs; Public-houſes, inſtead of teeming more 


abundantly on that day with drunkenneſs and debauchery, would 


be empty and quiet ; our Churches would be filled, and the Miniſters 
of the Goſpel have an opportunity of diſcharging the functions of 


their office to the immediate benefit of Mankind, and the ſalvation of 


their Souls. 


Our men would become more moral; our women more virtuous ; 


our domeſtick comforts replete. And while on a Sunday's evening 


the wild Fanatick raved to the empty walls of his Conventicle, the fire- 
ſide of every private houſe would exhibit a happy ſcene of holy 


no and decent joy.

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For why a ſailor ſhould be leſs brave, or a ſoldier leſs valiant, becauſe 


reſtrained from curſing and ſwearing, from impiety and blaſphemy, 


and taught to worſhip his God, with a ſober mind, is a thing diffi- 


cult to underitand; on the contrary, experience tells us, that our 
| greateſt Heroes have fought under the Banners of CHRISTH; and our 
Chriſtian Hero of this day, has, with becoming piety, made his only 
boaſt, in aſcribing to Gop the glory and the praiſe of his valorous 
| dieeds. 


1 Or why, again, a tradeſman, or an artificer ſhould find leſs com- 


fort in his home, or taſte leſs ſweet the earnings of his honeſt labor, 


becauſe he had failed to profane the Sabbath, and diſſipate a conſider- 
able portion of his maintenance, if not in riot and debauchery, at 
| leaſt m W and idleneſs, is hard to ſay. 

f | Theſe; are propolitions far more difficult to ſolve, than any of the | 
myſterious doctrines of Chriſtian Faith, and Chriſtian. Practice, which 
are the ſtumbling blocks of the Scepticks and Infidels of the day. 


3 theſe are evils which call loud for the timely hand of Re- 
form, ere they ſap the vitals of Religion and National Virtue, and

Impreſſed with the importance of this ſubject, I cannot quit it 
without obtruding one more application ; let me then intreat your 


f candour in addreſſing myſelf to that ſex, formed by God to be the 


ſolace and the pride of man. Aud if the application ſhould be made 
where the evil rages moſt, here in truth it muſt reſt; but if the cen- 
ſure be ſevere, it bears its palliative within itſelf, for here too the re- 


; medy may be found. 


There never was a Nation among whom the female ſex enjoyed 
more liberty, or maintained more influence than in this; and never a 
time when they poſſeſſed theſe privileges i in a — — than in 
the preſent day. **

Let me then, entreat them, to conſider the nature of the ground 
they are placed on, and not to ſuppoſe their dominion and rule con- 
| lined to trifles and external appearances ; ; no, the charge rae © to 
them, is of much more honorable import; of the firſt magnitude: 


is they who form the minds, as well as the manners, of men. 


As, from the Mother's breaſt, the tender infant imbibes its firſt 


nouriſhment, 
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nouriſhment, and ſuſtains the Principle of Life faintly vibrating with- 
in its helpleſs frame, ſo, in early childhood, the mind receives from her's 
its firſt impreſſions; ; and nouriſhed into growth as years increaſe ; 
ſtrengthened, or obſtrufted as chance may be, by foreign aid and ſyl- 


tematick training; it ſtill bloſſoms from its ſtock, and in manhood's 


age the firſt fruits make known the tree. 


If taught lightly to regard its Go if in the infancy of knowledge, 
a Newſpaper, or a Novel has ſupplied the place of the ſacred page; 


if ſome quaint paſſage, or pathetic narrative called forth the firſt ef. 


forts of memory and rehearſal ; if the deſire of applauſe, and the love 
of idle curioſity, have ſuperſeded the impreſſions of early Piety, then 


Scepticiſm and Infidelity are the Idols of riper years. Hence, want 


of honor, want of principle and moral virtue form the Libertine; miſ- 


guided Reaſon points the way to worldly Wiſdom; Conſcience loſes 


its reſtraining Power; the flimſy veil of perſonal accompliſhment con- 


ceals the Monſter, and he in turn is idolized. 


Still, as life advances, your influence increaſes too; Affection then 


aſſumes a tenderer name; you claim the heart of Man ; influence his : 


aftions, preſide over his manners, and make him what he i is. 


No force of reaſoning, nor all the laws that human wiſdom can de- 


3 HS ; vile, | 
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viſe, could ſo effectually reſtrain the licentiouſneſs of the times, or tend 
to make the manners of Men what they ought to be, as the command- 
ing influence of a virtuous, moral, and good Woman. No Liber- 
tine would dare to boaſt his Shame ; no Faſhion gild the nauſeous cup 


of Vice; ifno Woman would applaud the deed. 


Think then of your power and your influence, not with the vanity 
of female pride, but with that pious care which occupied the mind 
of Mary, when miniſtering to the Saviour of the world : and chooſe 
that good part which ſhall not be taken away from you“; ſcorn to 
countenance or protect viciouſneſs and immorality which it is in your 

power to expoſe and ſuppreſs; ſo, may you continue to aſſert your 
high privilege as the Guardians of our Ile ; and our Countrymen, 
proud of your ſway, become virtuous through your means, and wiſe 
in the ſayings of their Saviour, ſhall ſtand firm on the Rock of Salva- 
tion, and bid defiance to the Powers of the World. 


And, while under the Providence of God, the principles of Vir- 
tue, of Freedom, of Chriſtian Knowledge, and of Chriſtian Prac- 
tice are born on the banners of Britain to the remoteſt corners of the 


earth, the names of her long extended liſt of Heroes, rich in their

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Country's love, and affluent in all that a grateful Nation can beſtow, 
ſhall improve the Zeal, animate the Courage, and inſpire the Ar- 


dour of her choſen Sons.
